THK POSITION THE GOVERNMENT 


SHOULD OCCUPY. 


From an extract given below it may 


be inferred that Senator Stewart is of 
the opinion that the United States Gov 
ernment should guarantee the inde- 
pendence of Onba or recognize the in- 
surgents in some way to as-old a con- 
quest of the island by us: 


"Senator Stewart declared on the 


floor of tbe Senate that interventien 
in Cuban affairs without recognizing 
the insurgents would be conquest. The 
United States cannot ask tbe Cubans 
to lay down their arms unless we guar- 
antee them independence, or, at least, 
recogaize them as a free and independ- 
ent nation." 


Why'the Senator should entertain 


such an opinion is not so clear. Should 
war bo declared, tbe United States 
would have the right to invade in its 
prosecution, Spanish territory, and it 
should -not follow that the invasion 
was in spirit or in fact a conquest of 
the territory invaded. The theory of 
our Government respecting Cuba and 
its people is that the interests of hu- 
manity demand intervention because 
the war is not prosecuted by a strong 
and humane government against its 
rebellious subjects, but has become, 
and is, a war of extermination by 
starvation and other means foreign to 
the ideas of humane nations and civil- 
ized war. The object of the United 
States is to close, in the interest of 
humanity and civilization, the further 
prosecution of a war of extermination 
and give relief and freedom to an op- 
pressed people, which may be done 
without recognizing tbe insurgents in 
any way. Tbe question at issue is be- 
tween the United States and Spain, 
and the contention ia the doings of 
Spain in Cuba. Uncle Sam in effect 
says to Spain, Stop your inhumanitr 
in Cuba. 


Spam in effect replies by saying, I 


won't do it. 


Uncle Sam is about to say I will see 


to it that yon do cease from your bru- 
tality in Onba, and war is declared. 
With the question of war the insur- 
gents have nothing to do, and their 
right to independence, or their rights ae 
beligerents are not involved. The pro- 
per and only time when the United 
States could logically consider the right 
of the Cubans as question between 
Spain and the United States will be 
when our Government is in a position 
to aid the Cubans in a way material to 
their independence, which will be at 
the close of the war. When Spain is 
defeated and the questions involving 
a lasting peace are being considered, 
the United States will then be in a 
position to require from Spaiu as one 
of the conditions of peace that Spain 
recognize the independence of Onba, or 
our government might agree with 
Spain to receive the is and as a part of 
any war indemnity agreed on between 
the governments. Should the latter 
course bo more agreeable to the con- 
tracting parties, our government would 
then be clothed with authority to give 
to Cuba such a government as the 
wisdom of our people would think for 
the best interests of that oppressed 
people, but should the independence of 
Oaba be recognized before the close of 
the war by our Government it would 
not then be in a petition to pursue the 
latter oonrso in its negotiations with 
Spain 
Nor would it be in a position 


to say to Cuba the war that made yon 
free has cost the blood and money of a 
humane and free people, and it ia their 
intention that you shall receive the 
benefits that should follow.

The dynamite cruiser Niohteroy has 


been purchased from Brazil, subject to 
the approval of the Naval Committee. 
The Holland is also being considered. 
These are the only war vessels now on 
the market. 


The majority report of the Foreign 


Relations Committee, similar to that 
considered by the House on Wednes- 
day, was before the Senate yesterday. 
Speech making was the order, but 
Chairman Davis of the Committee 
thinks tbe Senate will adopt tbe report. 


The tags Fearless, Vigilant and Ao- 


;ive have been purchased of the Spreck- 
!es Bros, by tbe Navy Department and 
have been turned over. They will be 
fitted with several six-pound guns each, 
and will be attached to Rear Admiral 
Miller's command, on the North Pa- 
cific, as patrol boats. 


Orders have been received at San 


Francisco to fit out the four revenue 
cutters in that port as auxiliary gun- 
boats. They are the Perry, Grant, 
Oorwin and Rush. The steamer Alba- 
tross and the coast survey steamers 
Patterson Hassler and MoArthar have 
been ordered to Mare Island, and will 
be fitted oat with rapid Sre gone, and 
their vital parts will be protected.

H 
also looked over the sheep situatioi 
and did not anticipate that any mor 
of California's! starving aheep woulc 
be stint into Nevada. Governor Built 
has applied to the Secretary of Agri 
culture for a modification of the quar 
antine rales and n reestublirfhtnent o 
the line tor infected districts, so tha 
certain counties of Cdliforaid will 
out of quarantine and the stockmen 
can ship their cattle into Nevada. Gov 
ernor Sadler swys : "That's all right," 
don't care about Governor Budd, he 
can't fool this dutchmao; I'll give you a 
pointer on that," and it does look as i 
the Governor of Californm bad rnu 
against a stump. Governor Sadler also 
said : "You don't see any cattle or 
sheep trains going through here from 
California do you f" When answerec 
in the negative, he added : "Well, you 
won't neither «f you hear my gentle 
racket. I am going to stand for the 
State of Nevada and California can 
take care of her own diseased stock as 
bast she can, we don't want it here." 
If the Secretary of Agriculture should 
issue an order that inspected cattle or 
those free from tho disease can be 
shipped from California through this 
State, Governor Sadler will insist that 
a quarantine station be established 
where cattle in transit can only be un- 
loaded for feed and water, the number 
of hours lay over provided, and the 
trains flying flags indicating infected 
cattle. In fact, the regulations to be 
as strict as they can be made and to be 
enforced in every particular.

The earliest recorded hereditary lady, 


sheriffs of Westmoreland appear to hare 
been Isabella de, Clifford and Idonea de 
Leyburn, who held the office jointly; 
the latest to have been the famous Anne 
de Clifford, who became hereditary high 
sheriff of Westmoreland in 'the year 
1648 and appears to have fulfilled the 
duties of that office for more-than 20 
years. We have also records of Ela, 
countess of Salisbury, high sheriff of 
Wilts in the reign of Henry III, and of 
Nicbolaa de la Haye, high sheriff of 
Lincoln in the reigns of John and Hen- 
ry HI. Before the accession .of Queen 
Victoria tlero had only been four queens 
regnant of England since the time of 
the Norman conquest—Mary Tndnr, 
Elizabeth Tndor, Mary, wife of Wil- 
liam of Orange, and Anne, Presumably 
these four "exceptions" were sufficient 
to establish the constitutional right of 
Queen Victoria, but a far greater num- 
ber of "exceptions" is held by our high- 
est judges to be inadequate to establish 
the constitutional right of any English 
woman to hold any publio office. 


We have evidence in the past of the 


existence of women justices of the peace, 
of women marshals, women custodians 
of castles; in addition, women heredi- 
tary lord bigh chamberlains. Even so 
late as the end of the last century we 
have a woman holding the office of keep- 
er of the jail and market in the town of 
Southwold, m Suffolk.—Westminster 
Review.
